3. As well as being adjusted for normal seasonal 
factors. some of the statistical series included in the 
Digest have been adjusted for the effects of calendar 
vartations. namely, “trading-day’ effects (arising frons the 
varying numbers of Sundays. Mondays, Tuesdays, ete. in 
a month) und the influence of movable holidays. such as 
Easter and Australia Day
